GLOSSARY 


Adjustment Budgets — it is the formai means by which a municipality may revise 
its budget during a financia) year. Prescribed in section 28 of the Municipal Finance 
Management Act. 

Allocations- money recelved from Provindalor National Government or other 
munictpalities. 

AFS - Annual Financial Statements. 

Budget - the financial plan of the municipality. 

Budget related policy - policy of a municipality affecting or affected by the 
budget. 

Capital Expenditure - spending on municipal assets such as land, buildings, 
distribution networks, treatment plants and vehicles. Any Capital expenditure must 
be reflected as an asset on a municipality's baiance sheet. 

Cash Fiow Statements - a statement showing when actual cash will be received 
and spent by the municipality, and the month end balances of cash and short term 
investments. Cash receipts and payments do not always coincide with budgeted 
income and expenditure timings. 

CFO — Chief Financial Officer 

DORA — Divislon of Revenue Act. An annual legislation indicating the allocations 
from National Government and Provincial Government 

DWAF - Department of Water Affairs 

EPWP — Expanded Public Worla Program 

Equitable Share - a general grant paid to munidpalities. It is predominantly 
targeted to assist with free basic senrices. 

FMG - Financial Management Grant 

Fruitless and wasteful expenditure — expenditure that was made in vain and 
would have been avoided had reasonable care been exercised 

GRAP - Generally Recognised Accounting Practice. The new Standard for municipal 
accounting and basis upon which AFS are prepared 



IDP -Integrated Development Plan. The ma in strategie planning document of a 
municipality 

KPI - Key Performance Indicators. Measures of service output and/or outcome 
LED - Local Economie Development 

MFMA - Municipal Finance Management Act (No. 53 of 2003). The principa! plece of

ZDM MAYQR'S FINANCIAL REPORT FQREWORD 

The Zuluiand District Municipality proposed Budget for the 2015/2016 
financial year is R962 382 IQO.This means that the totai Budget 
increased by R107 393 190 compared to the previous year's 
R854 989 000. 

This budget wiil assist us in providing service delivery to about one 
miilion citizens of this District because we are stiii committed to 
improving the quality of life of our communities. 

The 2015/2016 Budget is prepared in accordance with the Local 
Government; Municipal Rnance Management Act, 2003 and the 
Municipal Budget and reporting regulations issued by the Minister in 
terms of Section 168(1) of the Act. In terms of these regulations a multi- 
year budget spanning over three (3) years is prepared. It needs to be 
noted that the figures for the 2016/2017 and 2017/2018 are indicative 
of the medium term revenue and expenditure framework (MTREF). The 
functicns have been ring-fenced in terms of the Council vote structure. 

CAPITAL BUDGET 

In the 2015/2016 Budget our Capital Budget has increased by 41% from 
R357 488 000 in 2014/2015 to R503 386 000. This was as a resuit of 
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increase in capita! grants allocations as compared to previous financial 
years. 

This increase on our grants means that our capacity as a District 
Municipality which is providing water and sanitation and other functions, 
has been further capacitated. We wil! also pay attention to the following 
responsibilities: 

• Municipal airports; 

• Municipal roads; 

• Fire fighting; 

• Disaster management; 

• Solid waste; 

« Municipal heaith services; 

• District tourism. 


OPERATING BUDGET 

The Operating Budget tbr the 2015/2016 financial has decreased by 8% 
from R497 501 000 to R458 996 190. This decrease is as a result of cost 
containment measures highiighted by the National Treasury. 

Our service delivery is not going to be affected by the decrease on the 
Operating Budget. We wlü continue to provide better service to our 
communities. 


CONCLUSION 

We are aware of the critica! backlogs in water and sanitation provision, 
and we are aiso speeding up the construction of the 10 Regionai Water 
Schemes, the Nkonjeni, Mandiakazi, Usuthu, Simdiangentsha West, 
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Simdiangentsha Central, Simdiangentsha East, HIahiindlela, Khambi, 
Coronation and Mkuze regional water schemes. 

Although these schemes are still under constructlon, it is worth noting 
that a number of communities are already enjoying their benefits as 
they are already drawlng water from them. 

1 want to assure all our communities that we are stiil committed in 
solving water related problems and as in the previous years, a large 
chunk/percentage of our budget in this financiai year will go towards 
water provision programmes. 

In order to achieve success, we are aware that It is critical to maintain 
good working relationship with traditional leadership (Amakhosi and 
Izinduna) as most of the land in our District is under their controL We 
have taken a decision to empioy Izinduna in all projects taking place in 
their areas In order to ensure that we are guaranteed co-operation from 
communities we are working with. 

As Mayor of Zululand District I will strive to run a corrupt free 
municipality, and we will aiso continue to maintain our record of clean 
governance as proven by our 14 years of unqualified audit reporte and 
the Clean Audit Outcome in the 2013/2014 financiai year. 

I also want to assure our community that our District Municipality will 
continue to be sensitive to all community issues with the alm of assisting 
or solving them. 

With the budget available to us we will still continue with all our old 
programmes, Poverty Alleviatlon, Local Economie Development (LED); 
Community Participation, Youth and Women's day celebrations, host the 
Elderly and the Chiidren's Christmas parties the ZDM 56km 
Ulundi/Nongoma Ultra Marathon and many more othei^, because our 
aim ts to make a difference In the lives of our people.

EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


ANNUAL BUDGET 2015/2016 

The Zululand District Munidpaiity proposed Budget for the 2015/2016 financial year is 
R962 382 190.This means that the total Budget increased by R107 393 190 compared to the 
previous year's R854 989 000. 

This budget wili assist us in providing ser/ice delivery to about one million citizens of this 
District because we are stil! committed to improving the quality of iife of our communities 

In terms of section 16 (1) of the Municipai Finance Management Act, Act No.56 of 2003, the 
council of a munidpaiity must for each financial year approve an annual budget for the 
munidpaiity before tiie start of that financial year. (2) In order for a munidpaiity to compiy 
with subsection (1), the mayor of the munidpaiity must table the annual budget at a council 
meeting et least 90 days before the start of the budget year. 

The 2015/2016 budget is prepared in accordance with the Local Government; Municipa! 
Finance Management Act, 2003 and the Municipai Budget and reporting regulations issued 
by the Minister in terms of Section 168(1) of the Act. In terms of these regulations a multi- 
year budget spanning over three (3) years is prepared. It needs to be noted that the 
figures for 2016/2017 and 2017/2018are indicative in terms of the medium term revenue 
and expenditure framework (MTREF). The functions have been ring-fenced in terms of the 
Council vote structure 

Medium term service delivery objectives as stated in the Integrated 
Deveiopment Plan (IDP); 

The medium term service delivery objectives of Zululand District Munidpaiity 
inciude the following strategie focus areas and objectives: 

Service delivery - Primarily focusing on the eradication of water and sanitation 
backlogs through the implementation of regional schemes. Our ultimate objective 
is to progressively provide a cost effective, reliable water services at a good 
quality to all potential consumers in the district. 

Economie deveiopment- The objective is to improve the economy of the 
district through the creation of job opportunities and additionai economie 
activities. 

Social deveiopment- The objective is to reduce the occurrence and impact of 
HlV/Aids and to develop and empower youth, gender and communities in the 
district. 

Institutional deveiopment- The focus is on employment equity with the 
objective of transforming the munidpaiity and capacity deveiopment for effective 
service delivery. 
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Financial management- our objective is to ensure sound financial management 
by promoting good financial practices with a view of ensuring a financially viable 
municipaiity. 

Good governance and public participation- The objectives are to promote 
good governance, accountability and transparency; to operate the municipaüty at 
a minimum risk ievel. 

Other focus areas include: 

• Municipal airports 

• Munidpai roads 

• Fire fighting 

• Disaster management 

• Solid waste 

• Munidpal heaith services 
» District tourism 

Financial implications of the medium term service delivery objectives: 

As a water services authority, ZDM spends a substantial portion of the municipal 
infrastructure grant (MIG) on water and sanitation projects. The recovery rate of 
water tariffs is very low due to the fact that the population within the district is 
predominantly rural and poor such that the level of service in these areas takes the 
form of communal stand pipes. As a result, the water is provided as a free basic 
service with no recovery at all. 

As a rural node, the district does not have major industries and economie hubs. As 
a result, Unemployment is rife and cross subsidizatlon is not possible. Therefore, the 
district is heavily dependent on grant funding to impiement lts mandate in terms of 
the constitution of the Republic. 

Linkages between the budget, the IDP and poiitical prïorlties 

Firstly, the budget timetable and the IDP process plan are altgned through an 
integrated time Schedule. 

Secondly, the IDP is prepared and the projects therefone are included in the budget. 

Moreover, the financial plan comprising the total budget, among other items, is 
induded in the IDP. 

Finaliy, the implementation of water and sanitation projects and other assigned 
functions through the structures Act constitutes compliance with National, Provincial 
and Local development goals to eradicate backiogs of the past. 
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The budget is summarized in more detail in the budget schedules.

The total budget increased by R 107 393 190 

With the above background, it is important to highiight the major causes for such 
increases and decreases In both the operating and capita! budgets. This wil! be done 
through the highiights section. Firstly, the operating budget will be reviewed. 
Thereafter, the Capital budget will be subjected to a review. The comments are as 
follows: 

HIGHLIGHTS OF THE EXPENDITURE 
OPERATING EXPENDITURE 

Employee Related Costs 

The employee related costs comprises 33% of the total operating budget. The 
primary reason for the Increase is an annuai Increment of 5.8% including the notch 
increases and new positions, the positions are five Water plant operators, five senior 
plant operator. Tractor driver, Water tanker driver and assistant water tanker driver. 


Remuneration of Councilors 

A 5.8% increment for Councilor's remuneration is provided for. 

*> Workino Capital Reseive 

This is the provision for doubtful debts as a result of a non-collection levei. itis based 
on the projected inflation levei. 
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*> Depreciation 

This is a non-cash item budgeted for as per the stipulation of the new accounting 
standards and is funded from backlog depreciation. The decrease is based 
preiiminary 2014/2015 depreciation calculation taking into account those assets that 
are still in progress but will be completed by next financiai year. 


*> Collection costs 

This is a provision for collection costs and iegal fees by external parties. The 
provision has remained the same due to planned vigorous collection inciuding the 
use of collection agents. 

Repairs and Maintenance 


Buildings 

The budgeted amount is for the maintenance of municipal buildings. 

Vehides 

The increase is provided for due to the high expenditure on maintenance of the 
water tankers and the poor conditions of vehides. 

Operation Rurai Water Schemes 

These funds are set aside for the maintenance of rurai water schemes and to ensure 
sustainability of such schemes. 

Refurbishment and maintenance 

This is the provision based on the fact that Water and sanitation treatment plants 
need to be refurbished regularly to ensure sustalnable and reiiable water suppiy. 


<* Buik Water Purification and Sewerage Treatment 

Bulk sewerage treatment and bulk water purification is based on the ocisting 
contract and trend. In addition a budget has been set aside for the purchase of raw 
water from the Department of Water Affairs. 

Bulk electricity has also remained the same based on current expenditure; it is 
expected to be below average increment by Eskom (14.24%) and the contribution 
towards the new electricity network for the Water and Waste Water Treatment 
plants 
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*> Grants and Subsidies Paid 

The Grants and Subsidies have been phased out as there are no more grants 
received as part of equitable share. The oniy grants that are stiil payable to the (ocal 
municipalities are the Tourism grants to local municipalities and the Water Services 
Provider grant to Abaquiusi local municipality.

The sources of funding are important to ensure that the budget is actually funded 
and cash backed. The following items warrant spedflc mention: 


SALE OF WATER AND SEWERAGE FEES 

Sale of water is based on the proposed tariff structure. The amounts budgeted for 
has taken into account the level of biliing and as a result, an amount of 
R 3 594 000 has been set aside as a provision for working capita! reserve 
(provision for non collection). 


RENT OF FACILITIES 

The income is expected from renting of park homes that are used by WSSA and lEC 
as offices. The budget is based on the actual rental Income. 


<* INTEREST INCOME 

Interest Income is expected to decrease from R 2 581 000 to 1000 000 due to 
accelerated project implementatlon which reduces funds available for investment. 
MIG and MWIG have multi-year contracts that and there are no delays in project 
implementation.

This time Schedule provides for political input from formal organizations such as 
portfolio Committees.

The IDP and Budget time Schedule of the 2015/2016 budget cycle was approved by 
Cound! on August 2014, 10 months before the start of the budget year in 
compliance with legislative directives. 

The IDP and Budget Process Plan ensure that the role-players within the process are 
weli prepared. All activities outlined within this document have been prepared in 
close inter-relation with the Framework that governs both the District and all locai 
municipallties.

Because service delivery is 
Progressive in nature, the IDP must be reviewed annually to keep up vtrith the 
evolving nature of communitles. 

The Zululand District Municipaiity will embark on its IDP Review of the Second

CREDIT CONTROL AMD TAMFF BYLAWS 

The Municipal System Act requires Council to adopt a Tariff Poilcy. The general 
financialmanagement functions covered in section 62 of the MFMA includes the 
implementation of atariff policy. Specific legislation applicable to each service has 
been taken intc considerationwhen determlning this policy.This Policy has been 
formulated In terms of section 95 (b) and 98 of the Local Government: Municipal 
Systems Act, 2000 and the Credit Controi and Debt Collection By-Law. 

BANKING AND IWVESTMEMT POLICY 

The underlying cash is managed and invested in accordance with the Municipality's 
approved Cash Management and Investment Policy, which is aligned with National 
Treasur/s municipal investment regulations dated 01 April 2005. 

SUPPLY CHAIN MANAGEMENT POLICY

13. OVERVIEW OF BUDGET ASSUMPTIONS 


Expenditure 

Salaries and Allowances 

It is assumed that salaries of employees and councillors will in terms of the National 
BargainCoundI negotiations of salary increases for the following three years. The 
following was negotiated for 2015/2016 namely: 

Salary increase based on CPIX 5.8% notch tncrease for qualifying employees. 

General expenditure 

It is assumed that costs for services will increase in line with the CPIX. The current 
oil price is a concern and it is expected that the fuel price hikes will have a 
substantiai effect on expenditure. It is also assumed that the capita! projects for 
2015/2016 will be completed during the finandal year as there were budgeted for, 
the depreciation of such projects as per genera I recognized accounting practice 
(GRAP) is also taken In to account. 

The depreciation for 2015/2016 is projected because there are projeds that wlll be 
capitalised to assets which are stil! in work in progress. That will accelerate the 
depreciation expense. The depreciation wili be funded by our reserves. 

General expense consist of all expenses that are not allocated specific space In the 
template, that Is why It wlll be seen to be more than 10%. 

Repairs and Maintenance 

It Is assumed that municipal infrastructure and assets will be maintalned and there 
wlll be an increase on its spending.No major breakages wili take place during the 
financial year. the expenses for repairs and maintenance are allocated accordingly 

Financ» costs 

It is assumed that interest is not allocated for since we pay no interest during the 
financial year. 

Bulk Purchases 

It is assumed that electricity tariffs of Eskom will increase by 12.20% as from 1 July 
2015, as approved by NERSA. 



Contracted services 

Contracted services include all services are contracted and also repairs and 
maintenance since our repairs and maintenance are provided external. 


Income 


Collection rate for municipal services 

It is assumed that the coliection rate (percentage of service charges recovered) for 
the financial year wiii be the same as the current payment rate. In accordance with 
relevant legislation and national directives, the estimated revenue recovery rates are 
based on realistic and sustainable trends. The Municipality's coliection rate is set at 
an average of 85%. Adequate provision Is made for non-recovery. 

It is assumed that in 2016/2017 and 2017/2018 the coliection wil] be 90% and 90% 
respectiveiy. 

Sale of water and sewerage fees 

An inflation linked tariff increase of 7.5% is provided for across the board. The 
budget was also based on the realistic biiling figures and the projection was made. 

INTEREST ON INVESTMENTS 

Interest Income is expected to decrease due to accelerated project implementation 
which reduces funds avaiiable for investment.MIG and MWIG have muiti-year 
contracts and there are no delays in projects implementation. The investment to 
financial institutions depends on the interest rate of that institutlon during that 
period. 

Other revenue 

other revenue in the budget consist of the amount that wlll be collected during the 
year such as meter testing, tender fee, indonsa hall hire, indonsa deposit refundable 
etc. The other potion of revenue is net collectable revenue but the funds that will be 
used to cater for the expenses other than those funded by grants and also to cater 
for backlog depreciation and provision of doubtful debts. 

Grants 


It is assumed that the National and Provincial grants as per Division of Revenue Act 
(DORA) which has been included in the budget will be received during the 
2015/2016 financial year.

It is assumed that the Intangible asset wiil Increase with R27 000 as the net 
movement after taking Into account the amortisation amount and the paymenis to 
software licences for the year over the three year period. 

Call Investment Deposits 

For 2014/15 financlal year going fbrward, it is assumed that there will be an 
increase. 

Inventorv 

The inventory level Is assumed to decrease in the next financiai year based on the 
current stock leve! and 2013-2014 audited flnanctal year 

Trade and othcr pavables from cxchanoe transactions 

Looking at the systems being in place and the system to be implemented, it Is more 
likely that our payables will decrease in the 2015/2016 and in the ether two outer 
years. 

Consumer Debtors 

It is assumed that looking at our rate of collection and debtoKs age analysis it Is 
more likely that there will be decrease in consumer Debtors. 

Consumcr deoosit 

If we are looking at 6 months movement, it glves us a decrease in consumer 
deposit. A decrease is the net movement between new accounts and consumers 
who defaulted. There is proposed new method cf how to deal with the consumer 
deposits but it is stil! at draft stage. 

Transfers and crants - capita! 

The Regional bulk infrastructure grant if reHected in the budget because of the 
confirmation from water affairs that we will receive the funding.
